Under  the  careful,  thought¬ 
ful,  and  excellent  guidance  of  the 
Old  Ford  Board  of  Education,  the 
Old  Fort  School  has  rapidly  ex¬ 
panded. 

In  1964,  fourteen  new  type¬ 
writers,  a  new  calculator,  and 
typing  desks  were  purchased;  anew 
pump  was  installed  in  the  high 
school;  a  new  vacuum  cleaning 
machine  was  purchased;  three  sets 
of  aluminum  doors  were  installed;
